NATIONWIDE CD ALERT 


The State Civil Defense Council calls for 100 per 


cent public participation in Friday's nationwide CD 
alert. 


"Obviously, the wider the participation in 'Project 


Tune In' the more valuable will be the results obtained 
from it," says Dr. Richard R. Gerstell, state Civil 
Defense director. 


As stated before a feature of the alert will be a 


full-scale test of the state's emergency radio broad- 
casting system, "Conelrad." It permits public broad- 
cast of essential information and instructions during 
an enemy attack. In other exercises thousands of 
state Civil- Defense workers will be sent through 
emergency rescue operations. 


Gerstell says the special broadcasting system 


makes it impossible for the enemy to use radio beams 
for navigation aids. 


The alert will inaugurate a seven-day Civil De- 


fense drill testing the nation's ability to recover from 
simulated atomic attack on 76 industrial and military 
centers. 


A Washington dispatch says President Eisenhower, 


his Cabinet, other top officials and hundreds of lesser 
federal workers will "eva'cuate" their Washington 
offices in advance of the mock attack. They will go 
to secret relocation centers in a dozen states'. 


From these hideaways they will go through the 


motions of restoring a shattered economy and pre- 
paring for a major war effort. 


State and local Civil Defense units will be called 


on to cope with vast destruction and as many as 20 
million first-day casualties. 


CONGRESS AND THE SOAP BOX DERBY 


They do not realize it down in Washington, and of 


course care less, but the delaying tactics being em- 
ployed by members of The Congress are creating a 
situation involving plans for the Soap Box Derby in 
Warren next Saturday that is a source of much con- 
cern and not a little disappointment to members of 
the Jaycees committee in charge. 


As of this writing it does not appear that Congress- 


man Leon H. Gavin will find it possible to be in town 
to act as one of the judges for the Derby Saturday 
and deliver a talk at the Award Dinner meeting in the 
evening. 


Our representative, through his long years of serv- 


ice and experience, is the "whip" of the Pennsylvania 
delegation, and also is regional whip, and as such 
will be detained in Washington during these last im- 
portant days of the present session which may not 
adjourn until the last of this week, and more likely 
some time next week. 


In a telephone conversation he expressed his regret 


at the situation that will doubtless prevent his coming 
for the Saturday classic. He said he had plans to fly to 
Pittsburgh, and thence to Franklin, and come to 
Warren via automobile if the session should adjourn, 
but that appears unlikely. He is also anxious to be in 
Warren 'for the Jesse Smith testimonial dinner next 
Tuesday evening at the Marconi Outing Club, but the 
situation' at the Capital may rule out that trip as well. 


The Congressman expressed disappointment over 


the situation. He has demonstrated many times his 
keen interest in activities involving the youth of his 
district, and declared that he has already prepared 
the talk he planned to deliver at the dinner. However, 
he is arranging for a capable substitute, the details of 
which will be revealed when and if he finds it possible 
to complete the arrangements he is working out. 


And don't forget—the Buffalo unit of the Blood- 


mobile will be in Warren tomorrow—from 10 a. m. 
until 3:45 p. m. As of the last listing the committee 
was far short of the number of registrants required 
to assure the collection of 150 pints, usually the quota 
set for this community. Walk-ins will not only be wel- 
comed but will be needed for a satisfactory showing.

"The allocation formula under 


Act 655 is identical with that used 
in previous years," Secretary Law- 
ler said. "The money is divided on 
a 60 per cent mileage basis and 40 
per cent population basis. That is 
what the Act specifies and that is 
how the Department has made its 
allocations. With $12,000,000 addi- 
tional provided in Act 655, it is ob- 
vious that each municipality, rural 
and urban, will receive more 
money.

In addition to increasing the 
amount for the municipalities, the 
Act eliminates the matching fund 
provision which in previous years 
required

raise $4,000,000 locally in order to 
participate fully in the State pro- 
gram " 


To qualify for the money each 


municipality is required to furnish 
the Department of Highways with 
specific information spelled out in 
the Act. These reports must be 
submitted to the Department's dis- 
trict engineers in charge of the 
area in which the municipality is 
located. They are then checked for 
accuracy 
and forwarded to the 


Central Office and thence to the 
fiscal offices for payment. 


The initial allocation covered 17 


cities, 24 first-class townships, 176 
boroughs and 
383 second-class 


townships. 


The first semi-annual payment 


is due on June 1, the second on 
December 1. Municipalities which 
have not forwarded report forms 
to highway district engineers are 
•urged to do so promptly.
